; SPLENDOR. 
The Seuih American Prince and Brazilian Officers 
Received by President and Mrs. Cleveland— 
The Decorations of the Mansion Equal 
‘to Those of the Wedding Night. 


WASHINGTON, Jane 15,—Prince Auguste 
Leopold and officers of the Brazilian frigate 
Barasso,who accompanied him to Washington, 
were formally presented to the president at 
11:30 o'clock to-day. They were accompanied 
by the Brazilian minister. All wore the full 
dress uniform of their rank. The president

extended them a cordial invitation to attend 
the state reception at the white house this 
evening, which they accepted. From the 
white house the party paid an informa! visit 
to the navy department. 

The white house never presented a more 
briliiamt spectacle than tonight, on the 
occasion of the first official reception 
given by the president and Mrs. Cleveland. 
Yhe decorations were on tho same grand 
ccale as at the president’s wedding, with the 
more tropical 


exception that there were 


plants and ferns and less flowers. The 
walls of the east room were hiiden by 
plants. Garlands of smilax and evergreens 


were festooned from chandeliers and cornices. 
The mantels were banked with rare exotics 
and the window recesses filled with palms. 
‘he decorations of the other parlors were of a 
similar description. 

The scene when the reception was at its 
height, with the rich toilets of ladies, the 
splendor of the costumes worn by some of the 
diplomats, and the bright uniforms 
of the officers was most brilliant. 
The guests begam to arrive’ shortly 
hefore nine o'clock and soon the house 
was crowded with ladies and gentlemen 
awaiting the coming ofthe receiving party. 
The signal that the president and Mrs. Cleve- 
land were ready was given promptly on time 
gnd the Marine ban d, which was stationed in 
the main vestibule ,struck up the air, ‘“‘Hail to 
the Chief.’

Mr. Beck suggested if we were to adopt the 
policy presented by the Eastis amendment, 
then it should be applied generally, so as to 
cover all land grant roads, and that the sub- 
— had better be considered by the com- 
miitee, 

Mr. Eustis supported his amendment. He 
was in favor of dealing with all alike as far as 
the cases were parallel, Wherever a breach of 
condition had not been satisfactorily explained, 
he would forfeit the land. 

Mr. Varce inquired what hardship or injus- 
tice would be done if congress asserted the 
right of the people in this matte: of land for- 
feiture. After an investigation of railroad 
land grants, he had come to the conclusion 
that copgaess would be justified in resorting 
to every lawful method to forfeit unearned 
lands. 

Mr. Vance wished he could prepare for this 
purpose a bill as effective as the yankee scare- 
crow was saidto have been. That scarecrow 

yassaid to have been so ellective that it not 
only scared crows out of the corn field, but 
compelled them to bring back the corn they 
stole last year. [Laughter.] He inquired 
what was to happen in this country when all 
the public lands shou!d be in the handsof 
railroad companies who would hold them at 
prices so high that the people could not get 
them. 

Mr. Teller defended the course of the repub- 
licau party as tothe purity and patriotism of its 
motive and conduct in relation to public land. 
He die vot think it becoming in the senator 
from North Carolina critising those land 
trants. Those grants were made by men who 
acted with the best lights they had at the 
time. The senator from North Carolina and 
his friends were atthe time in arms against 
the government of the United States. It was 
not strange that men of tho3e times were not 
as farsighted as some senators might now 
suppose they might have been. There was 
one strong purpose operating on congressmen 
at the time those grants were made which was 
apt to be forgotten now, namely, that induce- 
ments bad then been made to the people of the 
great west to cast in their lot with other peo- 
ple not then friendly to the government. 

Mr. Vance remarked that when in answer 
to an argument against the wasteful and ex- 
travagant land policy, the senator got up and 
said that he (Vance) took part in the rebellion, 
then Mr. Vance knew thatthe Lord had de- 
livered that senator into his (Vance’s) hands, 
| Laughter. | : 

Mr. Teller replied that from what he un- 
dcrstood the senator from North Carolinia was 
rather an unwilling participant in that re- 
bellion. Atthe same time, that he was not, 
perhaps, as energetic as some others, though 
he did participate init. But Mr. Teller had 
net referred tothe rebellion for the purpose of 
reflecting on any senator, but to show that at 
the time referred to, men were not cersain 
that they could maintain the integrity of the 
empire. 3 

Mr, Hawley contrasted the condition of the 
western country hefore the Pacific roads were 
built and at present, and said the building of 
these roads was a piece of statesmanship, It 
might perhaps have been well to fix a low 
maximum price at which lands should be 
sold and a limit to the number of acres that 
might be held by one person, 
so as to avoid great accumulations in 
one name. The railroads had, however, under 
great cifliculties been such a blessing tothe 
country that the government ought not to use 
cainst them the ergument of Shylock. The 
‘ited States government ought to be a gen- 
man along governments.

Mr. VanWyck offered an amendment, re- 
pealing the clause of the granting act which 
made the right of way exempt from tax ition 
in territories. Hesaid that under all circum- 
stances he thought a road should bear its share 
of the taxation. 

The amendment was agreed to—yeas 2, 
lays 0. 

The bill was brought to vote and was 
passed: yeas 42, nays 1—Mr. Blair. 

On motion of Mr. Dolph, the bill. repealing 
the pre-emption, timber, culture and desert 
land acts was then laid before the senate, and 
is unfurnished business for to-morrow. 

At 7:10 p, m, the senate adjourned. 


RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 


The Legislative Appropriation Bill Discussed 
in the House. 


WASHINGTON, June15.—The house went 
into committee of the whole (Mr. Blount in 
the chair) on the legislativeappropriation bill. 
The pending amendment was that offered by 
Mr. O'Neil, of Missouri, restoring the salary of 
the assistant treasurer at St. Louisto $4,500, 
the amount appropriated by bill being 34,000. 

Mr. Randall, of Pennsylvania, opposed the 
amendment, In the present condition of the 
revenue and the probable amount of appropri- 
ation, he would resist any increase in the 
sum carried by the bill. 

Mr. Hiscock, of New York, madea state- 
ment relative to the expenditures of the gov- 
ernment and estimated revenue. The aggregate 
#mount of appropriations, as the appropria- 
tion bills now stand was $229,769,313. The 
amount carried by the sundry civil bill was 
$21,053,520. The deficiency bill would ex: 
ceed $6,500,000, and the fortification bill would 
amount to $725,000. The addition to the 
naval bill for the pay of the new cruisers 
would be $3,000,000.  Miscellancois appro- 
priations would amount to $2,000,000, and 
there would be required to refund duties un- 
der the recent decision of the supreme court 
36,000,000. The agyrezgate being $273,059,- 
199. The estimated annual appropriations are 
5115,000,000, making a grand total of $391,- 


868,154, The _ estimated receipts 
were only 3330,000,000, while the 
pestal revenue would amount to 


347,000,000, making an aggregate of $377,009,- © 
000 and leaving a deficit for the next fiscal 
year of over $14,000,000 The next fiscal year 
was to see adeficit of 314,000,000 on the most 
conservative estimate. When the chairman 
of the committee of ways and means reported 
his bill, he said that the expenditures for the 
fiscal year 1885 were $305,830,970. Figures he 
(Hiscock) presented showed that the aggre- 
gate amount of appropriations would exceed 
that sum by $55,000,000. The house was on 
the eve of an attempt to reduce the tariff 
taxes,and he thought this was an occasion 
upon which he should call the attention of the 
chairmen of the committce on ways and means 
and appropriations to the startling figures. 

Mr. Randall said that the figures were not a 
surprise to him, They could be,in some degree, 
accounted for. Inthe first place the increase 
this year over last year for pensions was 315,- 
750,000. There was no man here who was not 
willing to give this increas2, estimated to be 
necessary to pay pensions due to soldiers. An- 
oiher cause of increase was to river and harbor 
bill. which appropriated- $15,250,000, making 
an aggregate increase 5 ,000. He ad- 
mitted that the figures pregénted by the gen- 
tleman from New York might be correct, but 


they were based upon condition of 
the appropriation bills at this time, 
when some of the bills had _ not 


passed the house, ‘somefwere pending in the 
sepate and some were in conference. He 
thought the gentleman’s figures were too high. 
It was his (Randall’s) judgment that the ap- 
propriations would about equal the estimated 
revenues, He objected to the assumption that 
the river and harbor bill would be approved at 
the highest figures. So far as he was able to 


which appropriation duties had been assigned. 


especially the democratic side of the house, 
that it ought to follow closely the recom- 
mendation of every one of those committees and 
to keep the appropriations down to the lowest 
point. The condition wasnot one of appre- 
hension, but it was one that compelled and de- 
manded the utmost caution on the part of the 
democratic side of the house to see that not 
one unnecessary dollar was appropriated in 
any of the annual appropriation bills. 

Mr. Morrison said that the estimates of rev- 
enue and expenditure presented by the gen- 
tleman from New York were ,as incorrect as 
his purpose in presenting them was unjust. 
Iie (Morrison) bad had oceasion sometime 
ago to state that the end of the fiscal year 
would show an increased revenue and decreas- 
ed expenditure, and now within two weeks of 


theendcf the year he stated on what 
he knew to be facts that he 
hed rather understated than overstated 


the estimates be had made in his report.Every 
appropriation bill that had gone through the 
house or been reported to it had appropriated 
less than had been appropriated for the cur- 
rent year. It was true that there came an 
unexpected expenditure out of the decision of 
the supreme court to the effect that the gov- 
ernment must refund the duties assessed on 
packages and covering on imported goods. 
But the ccmocratic house was 
not responsible. for this decision had come 
as a result of republican bungling when they 
passed the tariff bill. There was plenty of 
money in the treasury today to pay $10,090,060 
for the current vear and in future years if the 
tariff bill were pessed, with Mr. Hewitt’s 
amendment attached,.the $10,000,000 would be 
paid intothe treasury instead of being paid 
cut. 

Mr. Hiscock denied that he had been mis- 
taken in his estimate of expenditures and rey- 
ernues. The total estimated revenue, exclu- 
sive of postal revenue, would amount to only 
$320,000,000, while the expenditures, 
exclusive of postal expenditures, amount- 
ed to $541,767,000 leaving a deficit of over $14,- 
O01.0.000, He admitted that the appropriations 
for the next fiscal year were lower than those 
for the current year, but his estimates and 
figuies came from the books of the treasury— 
were based not on t ppropriations but on 
the expenditures offthe democratic adminis- 
tration in its first year of service, when it was 
on its behaviour. 

Mr. Morrison ceuld not promise what the 
house would do in the next six weeks, but he 
assumed that the men at the other end of the 
avenue would act next year as they had done 
this. and would go on reducing expenditures. 

Mr. O’Neil’s amendment was agreed to, as 
were also several others increasing some sala- 
ries and inserting others which had been 
omitted from the bill. 

Mr. Laird, of Nebraska, moved to strike out 
theclause appropriating $10,000 to pay the per 
diem of inspector and clerks of the general 
land office to investigate fraudulent land en- 
tries. On this motion he based an attack upon 
the commissioner of the general land office 
and the administration generally. 

Mr. Reed, of Maine, also criticised Coammis- 
sioner Sparks. 

Messrs. Springer, McAdo, of New Jersey, 
Weaver, of lowa, and Bayne, of Pennsylvania, 
defended the commissioner. The committee 
then rose and the house adjourned.

But the next time—that next time 
which is swiftly coming—we will tear the livery 
from those dogs of oppression and hurl their 
barred and grated citadels in the dust,

A Handsome Young Couple, Only Married Two 
Weeks, Found Weltering in Their Blood in 
Their Room at the Sturtevant—No Cause 
Assigned for the Horrible Deed. 


New YorK, June 15.—On June 10, a young 
couple engaged room 25, on the second floor 
of the Sturtevant house, and were registered 
as Winfield Lee Compton and wife, of Kansas 
City, Mo. He wastwenty-four years old, and 
she was about three years younger. This af- 
ternoon the office bell was rung from room 


25, which the young couple have 
closely retained since their ar- 
rival, sut when the bell boy 


responded and rapped at the door, there was 
no response. After repeated rapping on the 
door with no sound from within, a carpenter 
was summoned and with” hisax burst open 
the dcor. Both Compton and his wife lay side 
by side on the floor. She had been shot in the 
back of the head and was dying when the at- 


tendants entered. He was con- 
scious for a moment and asked 
that a doctor be sent for. In his 
band was a.revolver. There were bullet 


wounds in his head and breast, but not neces- 
sarily fatal. An ambulance was sent for. Be- 
fore it came the woman wasdead. There are 
indications that the pair were on their wed- 
ding trip, and an inscription in herring indi- 
cated that they had been married on Juae 24. 
A bell knob in the room was bloody, indicating 
that the shooting wasdone before the bell 
was rung. 

What brought about the tragedy remiainsa 
wnystery. The couple had been stopping at the 
Sturtevant house since last Wednesday, which 

rarked their return from their wedding tour 
that extended through Rhode Island and 
Massachusetts. The moat affectionate relations 
seemed to exist between the pair. Genevieve, 
the bride, was a few months younger than her 
husband, who was twenty-four years old. 


She was. rather pretty, with dark 
complexion. Her parents live at No. 30 
West 45th street, and are welltodo. A fami- 


ly quarrel caused the bride, Miss Kahler, to 
leave home three years ago. She found em- 
ployment in a 23rd street establishment. She 
first saw Thompson, (not Compton) last No- 
vember. He called upon her through the 
Winter, and an engagement followed. Her 
friends approved the match. He is a son of 
people comfortably situated in Kausas City, 
Mo. U 

Thompson has been in New York for two 
rears attending the College of I’hysicians and 
surgeons. He claimed to have property in the 
west. The marriage was first fixed for Deco- 
ration Day, but afterwards it was put off until 
June 2d, the same day President Cleveland 
was married. On that day Rev. Dr. Elder, of 
the church of Epiphiany (Baptist) married 
them. Miss Kahler’s parents seut presents, 
hutdid not attend. Since the young couple 
returned from their wedding trip they have 
been very quict. Today they lunched 
with a friend of the bride’s, a Mrs. Pratt. At 
1:30 p. m., scarcely twenty minutes after Mrs. 
Prattieft her rooms, the bride was dead and 
the hus%1nd lay by herside horribly wounded. 

At the hospital the coroner tried to find out 
wh:t prompted the act. Thompson refused to 
ttate. 

“T would rather not say’ was all that could 


be got from him. One of the bullets he tired

As to the king’s condition, my opinion is 

based on my experience as his physician since 

his birth. My colleague, Dr. (iintle, agrees 
with me.”’ 

At 5:30 o'clock last evening Dean Guerck 
assisted by the court clerk, read the funera 
service over the remainsof the late King 
Ludwig, which were lying in the entrance 
court ot Berg castle. Afterservices the body 
was p'aced in a ccflin and conveyed to Munich 
in a hearse drawn by four horses. Three car- 
riages conveying the clergy followed the 
hearse. An autopsy has been made on the re- 
mains ofthe king. It reveals an abnormal 
structure of theskull and the existence of de- 
generative process in membranes of the brain, 
due partly to chronic inflammation. 

A detachment of heavy cavalry met the 
hearse at Sendlipg, a suburb of Munich, and 
escorted it tothe city. The remains reached 
Residonzschloss at 1:20 a.m. Their arrival 
was unexpected and nobody was in attendance 
to reccive them. 

The empress of Austria sent a splendid 
wreath to Berg castle to be placed on the cof- 
fin. 

The royal household are of the opinion that 
Dr, Gudden, finding himself unable to prevent 
the king from committing suicide, and wit- 
nessing the fatal act, drowned himself. Many 
Visitors are attracted to the lake shore, and a 
tree standing near the fatal spot has been 
stripped of its leaves to serve as mementoes of 
the tragedy. One of the king’s last remarks 
was: 

“I can suffer deposition, but will not outlive 
the assertion that I am mad.” 

l’ublic discussions of the subject of the 
king's death are notably heralded, and popu- 
Jar sympathy is with the king, Several per- 
sons have been arrested for speaking disres- 
pectfully of Prince Lintpold and his party. 

The decision to hold secret debates in the 
chamber meets with much disapproval. QJueen 
Maiy, mother of the late king, is seriously ill. 
She has not yet been informed of her son’s 
death. 

The Bavarian ministry have tendered their 
resignations, but they bave not been ac- 
cepted. The crowd property falling to 
Prince Lintpold, is estimated at 10,000,000 
marks, 

The remains of King Ludwig will lie in 
state until the day of the funeral. On Sunday 
the public will be admitted to view the body. 
President of the council, expressed§the great 
sorrow felt by the members of the ministry. 
He then read Prince Lintpold’s message, ask- 
ing the house to assent to a regency, which 
was unanimously agreed to. A committee of 
twelve was appointed tojdeal with the situation® 
The sittings of the committee will be se- 
cret, but all members of the house will . have 
access thereto. The committee of which Herr 
Frankenstein is president, includes Prince 
Hobenlobe, Prince Settenger, Archbishop 
Steichele and Herr Staeblin, president of the 
l’rotestant consistory. Prince Lintpold has 
received telegrams of condolence from Ger- 
man and foreign potentates; also a telegram 
from the Emperor William, lamenting King 
Lidwigz’s deatn and tendering his deepest 
syropathies, “of which,” he says, “our long 
fiiendship will assuredly convince you.” 

LoNDON, June 15.—The Standard’s Vienna 
correspondent telegraphs that it is impossible 
to conceal the misgiving generally felt in that 
city that King Ludwig was insufficiently 
guarced in that city on Sunday evening. 

‘A long time,” the correspondent says, 
‘elapsed before searchers were sent out to 
find what detained the king. It is also 
felt here that had greater’ vigilance 
been exercised the body of the king might 
have been reanimgted.”

Two Hours’ Work of the Flames—People Fleeing for 
Their Lives-A Number Burned to Death — 
Loss to Property Over a Million Dollars 
—Sad Work of a Searching Party. 


Victoria, B.C., June 15.—All day Sunday 
there had been a steady wind from the north- 
west, and brush clearing fires on the Canadian 
Pacitic railway lots were fanned to such an 
extent as to fill the terminal town of Vancou- 
ver with smoke. Nobody, however, had any 
idea of danger. Shortly after onep. m. several 
persons began to consider the situation threat- 
ening, but the smoke was sodense that they 
found it impossible to direct their steps to the 
exact location of its source. Soon a stable near 
the Colonial hotel was seen to be on fire. The 
alarm was given, butso skeptical were the 
people that they paid no attention for some 
time. The wind by thistime had increased 
to a gale, and fanned the flames to a 

MASS OF RAGING FIRE, 

(ne of the first buildings to go was McUart- 
ney’s drug store, followed by the office of the 
Vancouver News. The flames shot across Ab- 
bott street with astonishing rapidity, and 
almost before the people could realize it, the 
whole of the western portion of the city was 
a blaze. The excitement was now intense. 
Water street was filled with a dense smoke 
aud fiying cinders, and people were hurrying 
with what effects they could gather, in their 
haste, toa place of safety; the general direc- 
tion of the flight being east, though many 
ran to elevated ground owned by 
the Canadian Pacific railway 
company. Others again made for False creek. 
Those who endeavored to save their goods 
were so wrapped in their object as to appear 
hecdless of the danger they ran, and it was 
found especially necessary to compel many 
women to relinquish their efforts to save their 
lives. In some cases there was only just time 
to place them on improvised rafts which were 
pushed out from shore beyond reach of the 
flames which literally filled the air. In less 
time than it sakes to describe it, the fire had 
reached Carroll street. Some merchants in 
the vicinity and in Ferguson block, were en- 
gaged in conveying their goods to a place of 
safety, but so rapid was the conflagration that 
before their horses were ready the teamsters 
themselves were 

OBLIGED TO FLY FOR THEIR LIVES, 

All hope of saving any considerable amount 
of property was now abanaoned and each con- 
tented himself with hastily putting together 
what he could carry in his hands, without se- 
riously impeding his speed and hurried from 
the spot. But even after leaving the houses, 
the danger was not over, for every road had 
become an aveuue of fire. Falling timbers and 
stumps on each side of the road glowed with 
fireand proved as a serious menace to the 
fugitives. 

During the confusion which prevailed, when 
the rowdies and toughs saw every one was 
leaving, they entered the saloons, which had 
been left entirely unprotected, and com- 
menced drinking. Many were seen stagger- 
ing along tle streets with kegs of beer on 
their shoulders or carrying aS many bottlesof 
liquor as they could appropriate. Men were 
seen sitting completely hemmed in by fire 
and apparently oblivious to their surround. 
ings, drinking liquor. They were of course, 
then already partially intoxicated. 

A large numbcr of fugitives collected atthe 
Hiastings mill company’s wharf. but a large 
mejority collected at False creek briige. 
Nothing was to be seen from either of these 
points a lurid rolling bank of smoke, 
bapgipg over 

THE ASHES OF THE CITY, 
fiom which stragglers couid ve seen occasion- 
ally fleeing. The steamer Dunsmuir was at 
the wharf to receive the people, and with sev- 
eral other steamers conveyed a large number 
over to Moodyville. The dropping of the 
flames was as sudden as their rise, and by 6 p. 
m. some adventurous spirits had already made 
their way along the roads of the destroyed 
city, and before dark the work of searching 
for the bodies of those overtaken by the fiery 
e'ement had begun. In ashort time the incin- 
erated remains of several persons had been 
discovered. Up to10 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing nine bodies, some of which were burned 
beyond recognition, had been found. Thereis 
some uncertainty about the exact number al- 
ready found, as in some cases 
A HANDFUL OP CHARRED BONES 

were the only indications of human life being 
lost. One of the searchers said he thought 
the number could be truthfully estimated at 
twelve. The general sentiment of the people 
appears to be one of hopefulness, and there is 
a determination to at once begin the recon- 
struction of the city. Some have already got 
building material on the ground. 

A number of persons sought refuge in water. 
One man Was found ina well where he low- | 
ered bimselfto escape the flames. A few of 
the pecple have no more than the clothes they 
standin. Ofthe ten bodies recovered only 
three bave been identified. Most of the 
burned frame buildings will be replaced with 
brick structures. ‘ontracts for large hotel 
aud other extensive buildings, representing 
half a million dollars, were let just before the 
fire. ¥y os

IMPROVEMENTS ABOUT THE CEN- 
~ RAL CITY PARK. 


The Long Level Saving Hay—Oats in the Park—Ma- 
con and Covington Railroad and Bridge—Wes- 
leyan Commencement Exercises— United 
States Court—General—Persdgal. 


Macon, Ga., June 15.—[Special.]—The long 
levee on the river side of the park is almost 
completed. It is built from near the green- 
houses clear through to the Macon and Cov- 
ington railroad embankment. It is from three 
to six feet in height, with a broad base, the 
bank sloping up toa width of perhaps three 
feet along the crest. It has been thrown up 
guite solidly by the convicts, and for the 
greater part of the distance has a fine sod of 
Bermuda grass on it. 

This work will prove of vast benefit to the 
park. It will prevent a recurrence of the dis- 
astrous overflows that have proven so fatal to 
the walks and drives, buildings and ornamen- 
tal work of the park. Itis not straight, but 
follows the contour of the banks and gallies. 
The convicts will close their labors there to- 
day, as they have worked as long as contracted 
for by the city. 

Council will have to provide for the further 
extension of several hundred feet, to fill the 
gap between where they leave off and the 
railroad. It isa thoughtful act on the part of 
the authorities. and if watched and kept 
mended, will repay them for their trouble in 
# manner incomputable by dollars and cents.

He had been away 
in search of employment, but not finding any, 
returned home and dropped dead justas he 
was entering his door. 

Two little boys, brothers, and sons of Mrs. 
Giddens, a widow lady living in Lowndes 
county, near Cat creek, were playing with 4 
pistol several days ago when the instrument 
went off and shot the younger, ahout ten years 
old, in the neck, producing a serious wound, 
It came near being fatal, 

Last Sunday morning Mr. Bill Woolley, in 
Rockdale county, was met by a mad dog. The 
deg made fer Mr. Woolley with a ferocious in- 
tent. Mr. Woolley, being unprepared for any 
attack, took to flight, making for Mr. W. H. 
McDaniel’s, when he secured a gun and killed 
the dog, but only after he had bitten three 
dogs on Mrs. Jeti Hudson’s place. Mrs, Hud- 
son’s dogs were also killed. 

Washington Chronicle: While it was thun’ 
cering and lightning so on Monday evening, 
(th instant, Mr. Jim Prather’s kitchen chim- 
ney was struck by the lightning, tearing the 
top of it to pieces and throwing the bricks in 
every direction. 3 Vill Cosby was sitting 
in the back door of the dweiling house, about 
fifteen feet from the kitchen, and one of the 
brick fell ina few inches of his feet. The 
ligbintwg struck inakhalf dozen places near 
town that evening. 

In Cain’s district, Gwinnett county, a mad 
deg entered the field of John 8S, King, where 
bis girls were at work, and attacked them. 
One of the girls gave it a blow with a hoe, and 
in doing so fell, when the dog instantly seized 
her by her bonnet.

Sims, a negro woman living a few miles below 
Conyers, was found dead in bed with its head 
badly crushed. . The child’s mother claimed 
that her babe had fallen from the bed and 
killed itself, ‘The story was believed at first, 
and soon after the child was buried the mother 
disappeared. Recent developments caused the 
public to believe that the babe had been killed 
by its motber, and a search for her was begun, 
but she could not be found until last week, 
when she was discovered in Atlanta. Saturday 
last Sheriff Austin came to Atlanta, and, find 
ing the woman, arrested her. Saturday night 
she was taken to Conyers and jailed. 

Fletcher Jiill and Jim Brown are two little 
ecolered boys, who minded the cowson Mr. 
Nelms’s place near Little river, in Wilkes 
county. One week ago, last Sunday, they 
drove the cows to the river swamp, and have 
never been seen alive since that day. ,-About 
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three o'clock in the afternoon two of the COWS ° 


came home alone, and it was thought at once 
that the boys were notattending totheir duty. 
Some of the colored people onthe place at once 
went tothe river to find out what they 
were doing but they could not be found. 
Their tracks were seen on and near alog, one 
end of which lay on the bank, and the other 
in the river covered by the water. Continu- 
ous search was made for them until dark on 
both sides of the river, but no further trace 
could be found, and the grief-stricken pa- 
rents at last gave them up for lost.

The Rate Among the Colored Folks Alarm- 
ingly High. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., June 15.—[Special.]—Be- 
fore the sanitary board, in discussing the large 
death rate, Dr. J.T. McFarland stated that 
the increase in deaths last week cannot be 
attributed to climatic infiuences or to the 
water used. White and blacks breathe the 
same air and use water out of the same mains 
and wells., Thirty-three of the forty-five 
deaths among the colored population were 
children. Of those a large proportion died 
without a physician. 
six negroes who have 
month wi hout being attended 
a pbysiciar, twenty-three were children. Just 
now measies are raging among the blacks. Prop- 
erly treated the disease is comparatively 
harmless. The most of the blacks, however, 
it appears, neglected their children and gave 
them scarcely any attention. Many parents 
are just as likely to give their sick children 
green fruit as crackers and milk. 

It is not the measles that is fatal, but the 
neglect. It is just to the better class of the 
colored population to say that the death rate 
in their families is not large, though greater 
than among the whites. 

There is a considerable floating negro popu: 
lation, and it is among that class that so many 
deaths occur. Thevery poor, the thriftless, 
andthe riff raff are the sufferers. The re- 
spectable, well-to-do colored people are as 
heaithy as usual. 

The dectors tell of a superstition among 
some of the ignorant negroes against phy- 
‘icians. Not long ago a man went to the 
health ofticer for a death certificate. The 
doctor inquired if there had been a physician 
in attendance. The man replied that he never 
bad a doctor to attend his family and never 
would have. 

One physician had two calls to attend color- 
ed children. In one case he was notified that 
the child was dead before he could reach the 
house, and in the other case the child died 
soon after he arrived there. He had not been 
called until it was too late to do any good, 

Another reason for the high death rate 
among the children of the class to which 
are given stale vegetables and green fruits, 
which increase the virnlence of whatever di: 
ease they may be suficring from.

The Great Irish Leader. 

Next to Gladstone, Charles Stewart Par- 
nell is the most — figure in British 
politics. 

As a statesman, Parnell’s growth has been 
slow but steady. He is now in his forty- 
first year, and his public life dates back 
twelve years. In 1874 he made his first ap- 
pearance as a home rule candidate, and was 
defeated. The following year he was elect- 
ed, and took his seat in the house of com- 
mons. Like many great men, he made a 
failure when he delivered his maiden speech.

In 1879 he was made president of the land 
league. Since that time he has been in the 
thick of the fight, the rising hope of Ireland, 
and her trusted leader.

He was naturally a man of 
courage, decision and clear judgment, bat it 
required the training of years to give him 
the self-poise and the commanding influence 
OF Magnetism, without which no man ean be 
successful as a leader. 

Parnell’s past promises well for his future, 
He has never been a malcontent, a conspira- 
tor, orarevolutionist. He has simply taken 
the place assigned him as the leader of a

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Two Notorious Woimen. 

Not many years ago the newspapers were 
filled with the exploits of Mrs Woodhull and 
These two women 
made themselves the wonder of New York 
and the talk of the country.

Natuvally the success of these adventurers 
surprised their old acquaintances on this side 
of the water. Naturally, too, occasional 
ugly reminiscences found their way into 
All this has just been recalled bya 
letter from Victoria Woodhull Martin, pub- 
lished in the New York Herald. Mrs. Mar- 
tin begs the press to let up. She complains 
that she and her sister are being hounded to 
their gra The sisters, it appears, made 
happy marriages. Their husbands are hon- 
ored men, holding high positions and worth 
their millions. They are visited by mem- 
bers of the royal family. being the 
state of affairs, Mrs. Martin asks the Ameti- 
can papers to let her alone. 

There is something pitiful in such an ap 
peal, but Mrs. Martin’s story will set people 
to thinking. Whither are we drifting whien 
two such women are able to live the lives 
they led in New York, and then transfer 
themselves to Loudon and entrench them- 
selves in ‘the charmed circle of the British 
aristocracy? These women are not sirens by 
any means. They are fairly good looking, 
but beefy and coarse. The gift of genius is 
not theirs. Their morals we need not dis- 
cuss: it is enough to say that they shocked 
New York. How did these women lays 
to London and capture it, looting it, as it 
were, and securi@g the most glittering prizes 
of life? It is an unfathomable mystery. 
Evidently there is something wrong sonie- 
where. 
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Distinguished Foreign Visitors. 

Certain circles of American society are in 
a ilutter of pleasant excitement over the an- 
ticipated visit of a batch of princes and 
princelings. 

Prince Krapotkine, who has been swing: 
ing likea pendulum between a palace and 
a prison all his life, will join his socialistic 
friends in St. Louis in their grand fourth of 
July demonstration. Prince Jerome Napo- 
leon, better known as ‘‘ Plon Plon,’’ is about 
to leave his country for his country’s good, 
and it is his intention to reach our shores in 
time tomect bis son Louis, who is now on 
his travels. The Comte de Paris, too, will 
probably come over. He has expressed a 
desire to visit the United States again, and 
there are mayvy reasons why he should leave 
J-urope, for a time at least. 

These princes have about as much affec- 
tion for each other as exists ina crowd of 
Kilkenny eats. Plon Plon and the Comte 
de Paris desire to overthrow the French re- 
public, hut they also wish to destroy each 
other. Krapotkine has a still madder scheme 
in view. He would destroy not only the 
government of France, but every other gov- 
ernment under the sun, and organize a soci- 
alistic federation of nations. 

The visit of these visionaries will do no 
barm. Perhaps they will decide to settle 
down here and yvrow up with the country. 
They will learn something here. The Bour- 


bon-Orleanists will see democratic govern-. 


ment in its perfection, and Krapotkine will 
have his eyes opened to the wickedness and 
folly ot anarchy. It goes without saying 
that the priaces will have a good time. 
They will get free beer and free passes to 
everything. If they like dead head privi- 
leges, they will get all they want in this 
land of the free and home of the brave. 


The Press and the President. 

The Critic (New York) has an article on 
‘‘The Press and the President’? which leads 
us to hope that there is stil) left in the news- 
paper-reading public of the metropolis de- 
cency enovgh to reform the methods oi the 
New York newspapers. There can be no 
doubt that the efiorts of thee newspapers 
to print all the news in regard to the presi- 
dent’s wedding and to give his movements 
and all the gossip connected therewith dur- 
ing the stay of the bridal couple at Deer 
Park has succeeded in disgusting the public 
as it has never heen disgusted betore. In 
the whole history of journalism, there has 
never been just such another exhibition of 
personal and professional] degradation. 

From the moment of the arrival of Miss 
Folsom in this country to the time that she 
arrived at Deer Park as Mrs. Cleveland, her 
footsteps were dogged by newspaper men 
who profess to be gentlemen, and the gos- 
sip they retailed to the public ranged all the 
way from the nonsensical to the filthy. 
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This episode shows, as nothing ele could, 
the trne inwardness of metropolitan joura- 
alism. It may be that the reporters em- 
ployed by senthern journals are not a3 pre- 
terxnaturally gifted as the northern report- 
ers, but itis consoling to know that the 
humblest of them would have scornfully re- 
fused an assignment that compelled them to 
play the spy on the president and his wife. 

The disgrace of the whole business, how- 
ever, is the fact that the New York reporters 
not only went willingly to Déer Park, but 
each vied with the other in his efforts to 
meke his report more personal and disgust- 
ing. The Critic says that, with a few hon- 
orable exceptions, the daily press of New 
Ycrk never touched a lower depth than it 
fathomed in its stories about this white 
house wedding; but these stories show that 
it has been waiting for a long time to fathom 
this depth, and there is no doubt that it glo- 
ries in itsshame. ‘The reporters, over their 
beer, tell of their indecent enterprise, and 
their employers imagine that they deserve 
the applause of the public. 

“Every decent newspaper man,”’ says the 
Critic, ‘‘ought to blush—does blush, donbt- 
less—for his calling, when he thinks of the 
degradation in which the reporters have 
wallowed and which the editors have ex- 
tolled. A modest young girl hounded with 
remorseless pertinacity, tracked like a picx- 
pocket, described like a_ painter’s model, 
watched at the door, window and _ keyhole, 
followed to shops, made the target «ot 
beastly innuendo, pictured ia caricature, 
lied about, laughed at, persecuted with an 
ipgenuity of torture worthy an Apache.’’ 

To this the Critic adds the following, 
which hardly does justice to the facts in the 
case: 

These are some of the latest achievements of 
modern American journalism. The _ president 
fared no better; but being a man, and. a sturdy 
one, he possibly suffered less. But the ignominy 
ofit all! What would be thought, what would be 
said,-of anybody, who, when he had been asked 
not to intrude upon a purely domestic celebration 
of any kind, insisted nevertheless upon forcing 
his way in, sticking a qunizzing-glass in his eye, 
and loudly commenting upon all the proceedings’ 
Would he not inevitably and justly be kicked out? 
and would not every honest foot itch to be at him’ 
Mr. Cleveland, for his wife’s sake undoubtedly 
more than his own, asked for the simple privi- 
lege of being married in such a way as he thought 
best, and the privilege was brutally denied him, 
Simply because he had been clected by popular 
vote to the highest and most honorable oJJice 
which his ceuntrymen can bestow. He stole 
ihrough a private door to escape publicity, and a 
reporter was there to waylay him; he crossed the 
river in a ferry-boat, and reporters stood at the 
windows 6f his carriage: he visited his future 
bride, and reporters knocked at the doarto get a 
look at him; he received a parcel from a tailor, 
and a reporter was at the servants’ entrance to 
inspect it; he ate supper. and a reporter was in 
waiting to steal the menu; he departed with 
pride of an hourina special train, and the 
porters followed in another; he sought a refug 
a mountain retreat, and the reporters hid behin 1d 
bushes to note the hour when the house was shu 
up and when it was opened.

brigede during a good portion of the war, | feel, of 
course, like a Georgian still, although I nave been 
away from the state fora number ofyears, Dit l 
love Georgia and I love General Gordon, as did 
every soldier whoever fought under him, and 1 
sincerely wish for my beloved state the good fortune 
of having as her next governor my beloved com- 
mander. 
GORDON S EARLY CAREER, 
The careerof this extraordinary man in every 


depariment of life where he has been called to act 


is remarkable. His military record told in the 
simplest terms is like a romance. Beginning a 
captain, he surreudered alieutenant general, com- 
manding one wing of Lee’s army. Without mili- 
tary education or training, he rose through the 
grades of major, lietenant colonel, colone!, briga- 
caier general, major general, to lieutenant general, 
literally fighting his way up against the prejadice 
in favor ot West Point and against his own youth 
uLtil he stood where Jacksou stood—the friend and 
reliance of Lee. Whatever the fate of other por- 
tions of the army in any battle, success with Gor- 
don wasthealmcstinvariable rule.

His men trusted absolutely to his gen- 
ius, loved him with manly devotion and would 
follow him without hesitation into the most 
deadly breach. He created wherever he rode in 
battle] the wildest enthusiasm. He seemed the 
pet of fortune and was the ido! of the army. 
wasthis? Thesimple story of what he did will 
explain it. 

His first heavy battle was at ‘‘seven Pines,’’ in 
command of aregiment. Hestormed and carried 
the enemy’s works, driving everything before him, 
although more than half his men were killed and 
wounded, his lieutenant-colonel killed, his major 
killed, his adjutant kiiled, every field oflicer, ex- 
cept himself, killed, every horse ridden into the 
fight killed, his own among them,and ais clothing 
riddled with bullets. 

Next, a few days thereafter, at Malvern Hill he 
led the charge across the open field where the en- 
emy’s Capnon aid small arms literally plowed the 
ground. His dead were left nearest the enemy’s 
guns, his pistol handle was shot off on one side,his 
canteen pierced by aball onthe otherand the 
breast of his coat carried away by a shell, 

In his next battle at South Mountain, in Mary- 
land, he won as usual great distinction. His per- 
fect self-possession under most trying circum- 
stances, his brilliant maneuvres when aimost sur 
rounded, his exposure of himself encouraging his 
men at all points, so impressed General R. E. 
Rhodes, who at the time was his commanding of- 
cer, that he leaves behind him in his official report 
the remarkable declaration, that in this battle 
Gorden handled his men ‘in a manner I[ have 
never seen or heard of being equaled during the 
war.”’ 

IN THE FIGHT AT SHARI’SBURG. 

The next day orthe day after was the great bat- 
tle of Sharpsburg. Into the hottest of the fight 
was Gordon again. Without any supports, he 
hurled back and shattered at least four lines of the 
enemy, his men falling around him like wheat be- 
fore the harvester’s cradle, Shot twice through his 
right leg he refuséd to leave his men; shot with a 
third ball which mangied his left arm he still re- 
fused to go to the rear; shot by a fourth ball through 
the shoulder he insisted on remaining at his post; 
and called his adjutant and sent him along the 
lines to reassure his men, who knew that he had 
been desperately wounded, and directed his adju- 
tant to tell the men that he would not leave, and 
to ask them to held their ground. Atlast he was 
shot by a fifth ball in the face, and fell senseless, 
and apparently lifeless, literally drenched in his 
own blood. It was this heroism, devotion, self- 
sacrifice of Gorden, never surpassed in history or 
romance, that so impressed General Di t. iin 
who was his superior officer, that he characterized 
Gordon in his official report of this battie as the 
‘Chevalier Bayard of the armyr.’’ Here in two 
days and two battles he won from two different 
commanders these very extraordinary tributes in 
their official reports. (See reports published of 
the army of northern Virginia. ) 

WHEN HE DIDN'T ‘ RESIGN.”’ 

Hanging for months between life and death, he 
was back at his post as soon as he was able to 
mount his:borse and before his wounds were en- 
tirely healed. He was assigned to Lawton’s brigade. 
His bearing toward officers and men was so digtl- 
fied and courteous that he won their confidence at 
onee and soon their affections by his sincere in- 
terest in their welfare. His discipline was firm, 
but so just and enforced with so much tact and 
kindnefsthat no harshness was needed. In one 
month after he was placed in command of that 
brigade he led them in battle. Stirring their blood 
by eloquent words, he ordered them ‘‘forward.”’ 
Seizing the colors of one of the regiments, he rode 
in front, which so enthused his men that they 
stormed and carried the enemy’s works, cogs 
Mayre’s Heights at Fredericksburg, which h 
fallen into the enemy’s hands the day before. 

His next battles were in Pennsylvania, Cro*%s- 
ing the Potomac with Lee and moving far in ad- 


ee of the. army, Gordon reached. the city of 
York sylv on @ hot July and

people and reagsured them by telling them, that 


bilsolers and leaving the woods biue with the 
federa) dead. These movements were so brilliant. 
so much like Jackson’s, that he was at once called 
“The Young Stonewall.’’ 

His next battle was four days later, on the 10t)1 
of May, when the eaemy had carried the confed- 
erate works by storm at one point near Spottsy!- 
vaplia, C. H. Gordon, by a bold counter-charge, 
drove back. the elated federals and recaptured the 
works and restored our lines. 

THE TWELYTH OF MAY. 

Two days later he fought and won the battle ‘‘of 

the 12th of May.” oneof the most desperate strnz- 


gles aud most. brilliant achievements’ of 
the whole war, known as ‘the battle 
of Spotisyivania C H.’’ It was the _ oc: 
casion upon which General Hancock had in 


the mist and darkness of the morning, stormed 
cur works before daylight, capturing General E1 
ward Jobngon and his whole division. It was her 
that General Lee rode tothe front of Genera! Gor 
don’s line justas he was about to lead it to the 
desperate assault upon Hancock’s victorious col- 
umns. General Lee seemed determined tolead 
Gordon’s charge, to drive Hancock or fall in the 
effort, for upon the success of the movement de- 
pended the tate of ourarmy. Gordon spurred his 
horse to Lee’s side and said loud enough to be 
hearé by the men: 

“General Lee, this is no place for you. These 
men have never failed you; they will not fail you 
here. You must gotothe rear.” 

With this the meu shouted: ‘‘General Lee to the 
rear.”’ ‘“‘General Lee to the rear.”’ 

Still he would not retire until General Gordon 
feized his horse’s bridle and ordered the men to 
carry bim tothe rear. With this General Gordon, 
as Was hiscustom on these occasions of extreme 
peril, addressed his men with a few thrilling sen- 
tences, placed himself ia the front with the ‘‘stars 
and bers’’in his hand. Then with a voice whice 
none of ns who were with him can ever forget the 
familiar ‘‘forward’’ came. With a shout, in an 
swer, that meant victory, these splendid brigades 
rushed at Hancock's corps, driving them back 
through brush and fields and recovering tBe lines 
as faras Gordon’s command could reach. It was 
on this field that General Lee announced to Gener- 
al Gordon that he wasa major-general from that 
day, Itwasthis great victory that led that brave 
soldier and brilliant man, Captain Robert Falli- 
gant, of Savannah, to hail General Gordonin verse 
and song as ‘‘The man of the 12th of May.” 

FROM VICTORY TO VICTORY. 

But even this epitome, giving only the mostim 
portant battles, and in fewest words possibic,is go- 
ing to be longer than I expected. I shall have t 
defer for another article some account of his re- 
maining career. Thetruth, however, is as yet but 
half told, for there are his battles in the valley ot 
Virginia, at Monocacy, Maryland, at Winchester, 
at Cedar Creek, at Hatcher’s Run, at Petersburg, at 
Hare’s Hill and Fort Steadman, on the retreat of 
Lee’s army, and finally at Appomattox {cour: 
house, where he ended as he began his career, with 
victory, taking General Sheridan’s works and two 
pieces of artillery asthe last battle scenein the 
great drama. 

If vou will permit it, I may at some other time 
finish this chapter in his history inthe same c9on- 
densed form, and also follow it with a brief review 
of his career since the war, which seems to me al- 
most if not altogether as brilliant as his career as 
soldier, 

I cannot consent to lay down my pen without 
adding that General Gordon’s soldiers not only had 
unbounded faith in him as a commander: bit 
they loyod him as a brother. Many an old sol- 
dier’s heart in Georgia and in the south will palpi 
tate and his eye will moisten as he reads again of 
his old commander and recalls his care for the 
sick and wounded and the frequent occasions 
when on the march he would dismount and wade 
through mud and slush with hismen in order to 
place some sore footed or sick soldier on his horse.

VARNADOE PARDONED. 


ASBURY WHITEHEAD’S SLAYER A 
FREE MAN. 


After Careful Consideration of all the Facts in the 
Case, the Govert or Decides to Grant a Pull Par- 
con—8tory of the Killing—Recent Reve- 
lations About tH® Affeir Etc., Ete. 


Governor MeDaniel granted a pardon, yes- 
terday, to Cal Varnadoe, who killed Asbury 
Whitehead on the 18th of December, 1883, 

The story of the killing appeared in Tur 
CONSTITUTION at the time it occurred. The 
facts upon which the governor based the 
granting of the pardon were obtained from 
the record of the trial of Varnadoe and affi- 
davits subsequently filed. Varnadoe and 
Whitehead, together with several others, were 
on Decatur street, near a barroom, on the 
night of the 1th of December, 1883. Varna- 
doe bad a flask of liquor, from which White- 
head and others of the party drank. White- 
headwas older and larger than Varnadoe,who 


was a& youth not well grown and 
weighing about one hundred and fifteen 
pounds, When the party was separating, 


Whitehead raised a difficulty with Varnadoe, 
the latter trying to convince his assailant that 
he had no grudge against him. Whitehead 
persisted, and knocked Varnadoe down. A 
man bamed Martin, who was the only witness, 
thought from Whitehead’s conduct that hs was 
hurting Varmadoe badly; and, observing that 
Whitehead had jumped upon Varnadoe, pull- 
ed him off. As he did so, he discovered that 
Varnadoe was stabbing Whitehead with a 
knife. It was not known certainly with whose 
knife the stabbing was done. The testimony 
was conflicting, but the’ weight of it was that 
Varnadoe had no knife before the ditticulty 
began .and, as he himself wascut on the hand, 


it would seem he got Whitehead’s knife out of 


his hand. But, whether the stabbing was 
done with his own or with Whitehead’s knife, 
it is certain that 
WHITEHEAD WAS THE ASSAILANT, 

thit he was an cller and larger man, and that 
he had Varnacoe down and was on him, It 
has a!so been subsequently shown that White- 
head had threatened Varnadoe’s life, and that 
Varnadoe knew it. This fact was presented 
to the governor in the form of aflidavits sworn 
to by W. H. Faith and others, whose charac- 
ter ss men of truth were sustained by Colonel 
W. H. Hulsey, Captain F. bk. Myers and other 
well Known citizens. When Varnadoe was 
tried, in 1585, Faith and other witnesses were 
present to prove the threats, but Varnatloe’s 
counsel refused to introduce them, although 
over his protest, because they did not think 
that the state had made out its case, and they 
thought*it better to have the concluding argu 
ment. This is what the counsel stated to 
the governor, under ‘oath. The 
materiality and importance of this 
testimony, placed before the governor 
in aseries of aflidaviis, will be apparent to 
those familiar -with the criminal laws, es- 
pecially when taken in connection with the 
circumstances previously detailed. 

When the facts as recited were brought to 


the attention of Solicitor-Genera! Hill, he 


promptly certified that, in his Opinion, if they 
bad been adduced on the trial, Varnadoe could 
not have been convicted of any offense, as a 
case of self defense would have been made 
out. The governor concurred in this view of 
the case. 

Varnadoe’s trial resulted in his conviction 
upon the charge of voluntary manslaughter. 
and he was sentenced to spend five years in 
the penitentiary. A motion for a new trial 
was overruled, and the case was carried to the 
supreme court, wherethe judgment was af- 
firmed. Chief Justice Jackson stated from 
the bench that 

HE WAS NOT SATISFIED 
of Varnadoe’s guilt, but he did not formally 
dissent from the opinion of bis associates. 

In acdition to the foregoing presentment of 
the case, an additional fact was brought to the 
yovernor’s attention. This fact, published at 
the time in THE CONSTITUTION, the governor 
regarded as showing that Varnadoe was not 
the possessor of 2 lawless disposition. A plot 
was formed by the prisoners confined with 
Varnadoe in the Fulton county jail to escape. 
It was well planned, and would either have 
been executed or would haye resulted in blood- 
-hed.’ Varnadoe discovered the plot and in- 
formed the jailer, enabling him to detect the 
} lotters in the very act of executing their de- 
Signs. 

Very great interest has been felt in Varna- 
doe‘s fate, and his pardon was asked bv Judge 
Richard H. Clarke, of the superior court; 
Judge W. L. Calhoun, ordinary; Mayor George 
Hillyer, and a large number of the best citi- 
zens of Fulton county. Among the latter 
were included other oflticials of prominence. 

The governor’s order grating the pardon is 
as follows: 

THE EXECUTIVE OEDER, 

ETATE OF GEORGIA, Executive Department, At- 
lanta, Ga., June 15, 1856.—To the sheriff of Fulton 
county, said state: Whereas, on Jnly 6, 1885, in the 
superior courtof Fulton county, Carroll Varnadoe 
was sentenced to hard ‘labor in the penitentiary 
tor the term of five years, for the offense of volun- 
tary inanslaughter;and whereas, in addition to 
imprisoment inthe jailofsaid county for more 
than nine weeks previous to his eonviction, he 
now is, and Nas been, confined in said jail four 
month since that time; and, 


Whereas, it appears that the chief justice 


from the bench, whilst not = foi- 
mal! dissenting from the decision 


which aftirmed the judgment of conviction, ex 
pressed emphatically hisdoubtasto the guilt of 
the accused; and 

Whereas, It appears that his céunsel had wit- 
nesses Summoned, and in attendance at the trial to 
prove prior threats by the person killed against 
the life of the accused, which had been comm}!i.i- 
eated to the latter, and thinkige the state had not 
made out a case for conviction 6f any offense, and 
wishing to obtain the concludikg argument, re- 
fused to introduce said witnesses, over the protest 
of defendant; and =. 

Whereas, Affidavits have been filed by said wit- 
nesses proving the fact of such threats, and'also 
efiidavits from respectable and well known citi- 
zens er the character of these witnesses 
for truth ; anc 

Whereas, It appears that the deceased was the 
older and larger, and was the assailant in the fatal 
rencounter, and had the accused down upon the 
ground under him at the time the fatal staos were 
inflicted ; and 

Whereas, It is doubtful: whether these stabs were 
inflicted with the knife of the accused, or with the 
knife of the deceased, wrenched from his hand by 
the accused, as the latter was also Slightly cut; 
and 

Whereas. A strong petition, signed by a number 
of the best citizens of the community, has been 
presented to meurging clemency in behalf of 
said Varnadoe; and 
_ Whereas. After carefully considering the same, 
it appears that said Varnadoe should be pardone:, 
it is therefore ordered 

That said Carroll Varnanoe be, and is hereby, 
fully pardoned of said offense, and that he be 
forthwith discharged. 

Given under my hand and the seal of the execu- 
tive department, at the capital, in the city of 
Atlanta, the day and year first above written.

Varnadoe was greatly elated, but when he 
walked away-from the jail he appeared as if 
he could scarcely realize his good fortune. Last 
night many of bis friends called to see him 
and to congratulate him on being once more a 


free man.

Final Closing of the Barrooms on the 30th 
Iost.—The Wholesale Dealers. 

At precisely 12 o’clock on the night of the 
the 20th of June inst., the big clock in the 
eourthouse tower wilt toll the knell of ail the 
barrooms in Atlanta. When the first stroke 
rings out upon the air, there will be heard a 
rattling of doors and windows, and when the 
last ceaecs to vibrate the barrooms will have 
been closed not to be reopened for a period of 
at least two years. 

The number to be closed is not as large as 
the uninformed may imagine. Previous to 
July, 1884, the average was about one hun- 
dred and twenty; but, after that time, the li- 
cense was increased from three hundred dol- 
lars to five hundred, and the average de- 
created to about one Mindred. Since the 
election by which it was decided that prohibi- 
tion should reign in town and county after 
July ist, 1886, thirty barrooms have been 
closed, leaving a total of sixty-nine in town 
to be tolled out of existence at midnight on 
the 30th instant. 

Inaradius of fiveor six blocks, with the 
Kimba)! house as the center, there are thirty- 
five barrooms. A few ofthese retail nothing 
but beer. 
but all sortsof alcoholic liquors,

THE WHOLESALE LIQUOR LICENCES 
issued by the state and county expire upon 
different dates. Those of Mr. Clayton and 
Mr. Jobn M. Hill have already expired, while 
those of Messrs. Paul Jones, Frank M. Potts, 
and Cox, Hilland Thompson will not expire 
until the 26th of August next, The licenses 
issued by the city expire on tne 13st of July. 

The reporter asked an official if the whole- 
sale dealers, whose licenses wil! not expire un- 
til August, could sell atter the expiration of 
the city licenses. 

“T cannot see,” he replied, ‘why they can- 
not. Ithink itis conceded that they hive 
vested rights which cannot be disturbed.” 

“Do you think they will sell?” 

“No, Ido not. My information is that the 
fight is atan end, and that on the first of July 
the sale of liquors in Atlanta, whether by re- 
tail or wholesale, will cease. One thing 1s 
certain: there will be noattempt upon the pirt 
of wholesale dealers to violate the law even 
in spirit to say nothing of the letter. I do 
not believe, either, that the large majority of 
the retail dealers will violate the law in the 
slightest degree.”’

President Nance said that he had prepared 
an original essay on the treatment of hem- 
orhoids, but as Dr. Durham had just read one 
he preferred saving his until he came before 
the national convention. 

Dr. Goss gave the treatment in this disease, 
which had proved most beneficial in his prac. 
tice. He recommended a preparation of Ohio 
buckeye, hammernelis and collinsona cada- 
densis; also monsels salts in solutign (per 
csulph. iron). 

Dr. S. B. Munn, of Waterbury, Connecticut, 
caid that he had found a [French preparation 
as being very good. It was, when moditied 
with glycerine, a hemestatic and an anesthetic’ 

Dr. Hand, of Milford, had written a thesis 
on the diagnosis, prognosis and treatment of 
swamp fever, but as 1t was so long and as time 
was limited Jit was referred to committee on 
publications. 

The Georgia Eclectic Medical Journal! was 
spoken of intermsof praise by the northern 
visitors who were present. 

Dr. Durham moved that delegates be ap- 
pointed to represent the state convention at 
the national, which meets tomorrow. Carried. 

Annual dues were then paid in. 

Dr. Austin, treasurer of the national asso 
ciation, said that all those who were members 
of the state convention and of societies, could 
become members of the national and pay their 
dues through the delegate from their respect- 
ive section or society.

Our people are fully alive to their interest 
and will do their full share to secure the At- 
lanta and Hawkinsville railroad. The sub- 
scription committee are meeting with encour- 
agement and will doubtless be able to raisea 
handsome sum for the capital stock of the 
road.

General Polk’s death entailed a great loss 
upen the Army of the Tennessee and cast a 
gloom over the confederacy which was never 
dispelled.

He had many 
friends in Atlanta, and when dispatches an- 
nouncing his death were received, the city 
was deeply grieved at the sad calamity.

On the 16th of the month, the same as to- 
day, the Atlanta Intelligencer printed the 
telegram. In the same issue the paper com- 
mented upon the death editorially as follows: 

It becomes our sad duty to chronicle the death 
of Lieutenant General Leonidas Polk. 

We learn that he was in company with Generals 
Johnston. Hardee and Jackson, with a large num- 
ber of staff ofticers and escort, examining the lines 
on yesterday. They arrived at oneof ou batte- 
ries, which was posted on a bald hill, exposed to 
the view of the enemy. Whiist reviewing the 
position the enemy shelled the battery and the party 
about it. The second shot struck the general in 
the side, tearingoff his arm and mangling his 
body horribly. 

Thus bas been lost to our service one of the 
createst lights we have :had. His loss isirrepa- 
rable. Nomaninthe army of Tennessee was en- 
dowed with more bravery and invincible courage. 
His presence bas always enthused his men, and 
with the skillof a master of war, he has ever 
led them where the fray was thickest, an«l where 
his own undaunted spirit cheered onto victory. 
We mourn his loss. The great pulse of the na- 
tion throbs in unison with the sorrowful regrets 
that this great an’ good man is gone. Ourcity 
is in gloom. From mouth to mouth the news 
spread, and with a certain airof horror and un- 
disguised regrets, the sad truth penetrated every 
nook and cranny of the land. Thousands of peo- 
ple caught the words from the telegraph dis- 
patches, and with quivering tongues and tremu- 
lous voices, said—General Polk is killed. A mariyr 
to the noble cause of the Southern Confederacy, 
bis name wiil beimmortalized as one of its great 

‘tights: one of its noblest defenders; one of the 
nost glorious soldiers of the nation. 

{t was arranged that his remains were to pass 
‘brough this city on this morning’s train and be 
carried to Augusta. From there they will be taken 
to Raleigh, North Carolina, for interment,- A large 
escort of honor goes with the body. A committee 
of many of our prominent citizens was arranged 
io mect the body at this pone and pay due honor 
io the honorable and nobie dead. 

Other and better tributes will be paid to the 
memory of the great man whois dead. The chureh, 
of which he was a great bishop. will lament him.
